Another 600 Thai prisoners 
of war and about 200 North 
V ietnam ese held by the 
rightists, will be released in 
the exchange.

V ientiane; 
Pakou, about 85 miles north 
of Vientiane; a point on route 
9 near Savannakhet, about 
125 miles southeast of the 
capital; and a point on Route

160 families living

The United States uses in­ 
dustrial raw materials at 
such a rate — equivalent to 
40,000 pounds a year for each 
person —that the country is 
facing serious shortages and 
higher prices, a Senate 
report says. 
The worst shortages are in 
petrochemicals, steel and 
steel products, paper and 
plastics, according to the 
report of the Senate per­ 
m a n e n t 
in v e stig a tio n s 
subcom m ittee, 
released 
Wednesday. 
Subcommittee Chairman 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-

DALLAS (UPI) — Rep. Jam es Collins, R-Dallas, 
said Wednesday he supported President Ford’s 
proposal for limited amnesty for men who fled the 
United Statss to avoid military service during the 
Vietnam War. 
“ I think we should take an individual review of every 
case, and the unusual cases be given consideration,” 
Collins said. He said those who m erit amnesty should 
be permitted to “work it out” in areas of service to the 
country.

“ I had 27 friends killed in the war I was in (World 
War II),” he said. “This area we live in is not prone to 
give amnesty.”

The most dram atic im ­ 
provements, however, will 
come with tornado and flash 
flood warnings. It now takes 
at least five to IO minutes 
and often longer for a 
weather station to issue a 
warning of an approaching 
tornado. Often, the twister 
will come and go before a 
warning job is completed. 
With the new system, the 
time 
from

ob­ 
servation of the danger to 
the issuance of the warning 
will be cut to two or three 
minutes. 
“ M inutes m atter, and 
even seconds m atter,” said 
Dr. George F. Cressman, 
director of the National 
W eather 
Service. 
“ The 
longer we have the warning 
out in advance the more 
chance there is for people to 
hear it.” 
He cited the devastating 
tornado outbreak of April 3 
and 4 when 90 twisters raged 
through 13 states, killing 
m ore 
than 
300 
people. 
Ordinary 
communications 
channels 
often 
becom e 
clogged in such situations. 
The new system would be 
expected to reduce warning 
delays. 
The system also is ex­ 
pected to help in other types 
of fast breaking emergen­ 
cies such as flash floods.

recondition wood dried from 
o v e r h e a te d 
r o o m s ,” 
sh e 
advised.

directions for m aking the 
c le a n s e r c o n d itio n e r , the 
specialist said to mix in a 
bottle one part 
gum 
tu r­ 
pentine with three parts of 
boiled linseed oil. 
“ Cover the m ixture tightly 


and shake well--it will keep 
indefinitely.” 
To 
apply, 
pour 
enough 
clean ser conditioner into a 
dish of hot w ater to cover the 
surface. Do not stir. 
Dip a cloth into the floating

m ak es the oil easier to use. 
Apply to a sm all a re a at a 
tim e and avoid getting too 
m uch m oisture in joints or 
glued areas. 


Rub the surface with the 
oil m ixture. If th ere is a 
build up of dirt, dip g rad e 3-0 
steel wool into the m ixtu re 
and rub lightly.
